Scottish Country Dance Soci- 
ety that membership numbers 
were decreasing, particularly 
in the younger age groups. 


This phenomenon has give the _ 


title, “The Graying of Scottish 
Country Dancing.” 

Much energy has been 
spent discussing this topic and 
to find creative solutions to the 
problem. How should the 
_ society’s branches and groups 
attract dancers of any age, re- 


me tain them as members and, in ~~ 
particular, be attractive to 


younger people? It is a very 
dissentious problem, as, on one 


hand, one of the aims of the - 


society is to qualify teachers 
who will all teach to a fairly 
high standard and thus con- 
tinue the tradition of elegance 
and enjoyment - Miss 
Milligan’s delightful term was 
“controlled abandonment.” 
She meant, I believe, that 
everyone in the room should 
enjoy what they are doing. 
They should have fun, but not 
do anything that might harm 
others - the control bit. When 
one thinks about these two 
words, with opposite mean- 
ings, the challenge becomes 
obvious. 
Unfortunately, some teach- 
ers take their teaching so seri- 
ously that they become akin to 
drillmasters, lining their class up 
in long lines to practice pas de 
basque, skip change, etc., taking 
the leaming process to an ex- 
treme. This teacher also tends 
to teach the more difficult 
dances, usually of a recent vin- 
tage. At the other end of the 
spectrum, of course, there are 
others who never correct their 
class, allowing certainly a lot of 
fun, but with few knowing ex- 


actly what they are supposed to 
be doing. I am taking extremes 
here, to make my point that bal- 
ance should be our goal as teach- 
ers. organizers of classes. etc. 
This subject cannot be dis- 
cussed in depth in a few para- 
graphs, but let me voice my 
opinion, for what it is worth. I 
have danced SCD for more 
years than I wish to count (!) 


and love it dearly. I my more - 


active days, delighted in danc- 
ing to as close to perfection as 
I was able, whether it was a 
simple dance such as Triumph 


or aset dance. This was the. 


challenge that. kept me going 


_ to classes, workshops and trav- 


elling to weekends. Now, I am 
less able to achieve this goal 
and am more sympathetic to 
those who either cannot or do 
not wish to aim for the top of 
the mountain. They come to 
enjoy themselves, get some 
exercise in amuch more pleas- 
ant environment than the local 
gym with their friends and go 
home refreshed and ready to 
face the challenges of the next 


To achieve this more mod- 
est goal, for the majority of 
dancers and to keep new faces 
coming back for more, requires 
a delicate balance between 
enough teaching to ensure a 
comfortable knowledge of the 
figures and techniques (steps, 
phrasing, covering, etc.) offset 
with enjoyment of the activity. 

This also indicates that the 
repertoire of dances should be 
reasonably diverse, but not to 
be always a severe challenge 
to the gray cells. A mixture of 
the popular dances - there are 
enough of these that boredom 
will not rear its ugly head - 
with the addition of a few 
newer dances sufficient to add 
some spice. Thus, a new

dancer will become familiar 
with the popular repertoire 
fairly quickly. The dancer who 
has ambition to become really 
good should be channelled 
onto the demo team, and/or 
into an advanced class, if avail- 
able. They are also important 
to the group as often these are 
the teachers of tomorrow. 

The balance is much more 
difficult to achieve than either 
extreme. It requires interweav- 
ing the technique into the 
dance, so that it is both a leam- 
ing tool as well as a pleasure 


to execute. It is necessary to 


teach footwork, but it does not 
need to be in drill sessions. 


With some inventivenéssitcan =| 


be made to be fun. Similarly, 
in the selection of dances for 
the evening, there should be a 
plan. To pick four or five 
dances just because they look 
interesting is not enough, the 
dances should be complimen- 
tary to each other. That re- 
quires more preparation time 
by the teacher, but it is worth 
it. Dance programs require 
more effort if type of music - 
perhaps a particularly good re- 
cording - or a favorite arrange- 
ment by your musician, are 
taken into account, as well as 
the selection of dances. 

In conclusion, this is what 
I believe Miss Milligan meant 
by “controlled abandonment,” 
with a neat balance of oppo- 
sites to achieve the goal of 
keeping people dancing and 
gathering new dancers and 
thus building up numbers in 
the class and on the ballroom 
floor.

government today. 
That means on the federal, 
state and local levels of gov- 
emment. “ 

Thomas Jefferson said in 
order for a democracy to func- 
tion as it should you had to 
have an informed society. This 
has always been true, and it is 
certainly true today. 

There is nothing written in 
stone that this government will 
stay in existence. It depends 
on each generation to become 
informed, and try to improve 
for the next generation. 

One way to do this is to 
learn about the past. Many 
people are turned off by his- 
tory, they don’t enjoy history. 
Itis boring! The history books 
are boring. 

How can you get the inter- 
esting facts since 1607 or 
1733, in a 200 or 300 page 
book? 

We learn what we are by 
studying the past. That 1s es- 


| want to challenge you 


pecially true of all local areas, 


no matter where we live. 

For example the Odom 
Library is located in Colquitt 
County, and whether we like it 
or not Colquitt County is built 
on the past. 

And, in talking about 
Colquitt County, I like to start 
with 1802. Because it was in 
1802 that Georgia gave up her 
western lands to the United 
States. This means the land 
West of the Chattahoochee 
River was tured over to the 
federal government. The 
United States paid Georgia $1, 
250,000 for her western terri- 
tory. When this was done, the 
United States promised to 
move the Indians out of Geor- 
gia territory as soon as pos- 
sible. This appealed to Geor- 
gia. 

It did not come as soon as 
Georgians expected. 

Events were leading up to 
the War of 1812. So, during 
the War of 1812, Andrew 
Jackson forced the Creek In- 
dians after the Battle of Horse- 
shoe Bend to give up the terri- 
tory between the 
Chattahoochee River and what 
was known as Wayne County 





in Georgia. 

The Treaty of Fort Jackson 
set the northern line of the ter- 
ritory from Fort Gaines on the 
Chattachoochee to the westem 
boundary of Wayne County 
near the town of Jesup. 

That gave Georgia a new 
strip of land about 90 miles 
wide across South Georgia. 

The only place this terri- 
tory touched settled Georgia 
was along the Wayne County 
boundary, because the northern 
boundary did not reach to the 
Ocmulgee River. 

Many Georgians were not 
satisfied, because they wanted 
land, and it was too dangerous 
to settle this southern addition 
with the Indians on the north 
and the Spanish on the south 
in Florida. 

In 1816 the Georgia Leg- 
islature sent a letter to Presi- 
dent Madison telling him how 
displeased they were with the 
Treaty of Fort Jackson of 1814. 
Quoting from the letter “... 
leaving out of view this sterile 
and unprofitable territory ac- 
quired, it can scarcely*be ex- 
pected that our citizens or emi- 
grants from any section of the 
United States would occupy a 
territory having on one side the 
Spanish line, and the Indians 
between them and the settle- 
ments of Georgia.” 

So, in 1818 more land was 
secured from the Indians- this 
is the land just South of the 
bend of the Ocmulgee River. 
This addition of land would tie 
the area with the settlement of 
Georgia. 


Then, the effort to build 
roads through the area was 
opposed by certain members of 
the Georgia Legislature on the 
grounds that the state’s money 
should not be spent trying to 
develop territory which the 
God Almighty had left in an 
unfinished condition. 

Not only did the state of 
Georgia question organizing 
the area into counties, but also 
the expense of building roads 
into the area. But; a bill finally 
passed the legislature in 1818 
for three counties to be created 
across South Georgia: 
Appling, Irwin, and Early. 

Much of this land was not 


as valuable as the rest of Geor- 
gia, so a lot of land in Appling 
and Irwin counties consisted 
of 490 acres, with Irwin mak- 
ing up 16 land districts. 
There was too much tim- 
ber for the area to be of value. 
In Early County a lot of 
land was 250 acres, and there 
were 23 districts. There was 


" perspective cotton land in this 


county, and cotton was king by 
this time. 

Who surveyed it? 

If a person wanted to sur- 
vey land, they turned their 
name into the state legislature. 
The legislature voted on the 
list. There was a surveyor 
named for each district. The 
person with the highest num- 
ber of votes got to choose his 
district first. S 

So, the surveyor’s district 
depended on the number of 
votes, which he received. Each 
surveyor had to put up a ten 
thousand-dollar bond. They 
received $400.in advance, and 
then they got four dollars for 
each mile they surveyed. 

The surveyors had many 
problems with the Indians. 
They followed the surveying 
teams. So, the surveyor had 


trouble keeping helpers be- 
cause of the Indians. 

~ Colquitt County consists 
of Districts 8 and part of 9. The 
Eighth District surveyor was 
Charles Smith. For District 9, 


. Thomas Glenn was the sur- 


veyor, he begin 8 Oct 1819 and 
dated the plat May 4, 1820 
with 529 lots, covering 
259,210 acres. His chain car- 
riers were Benjamin Tarver, 
Peter Daniel, Hiram Jones, and 
Joseph Noble. 

Little River is called Camp 
Creek, in other places it 1s 
called Welochee. 

Crooked Creek is now 
known as Reedy Creek, Wolf 
Creek is, today, Ty Ty Creek. 

Lots 10 and 100 in each 
district were set aside for the 
purpose of education for poor 
children. 

Surveyors had many prob- 
lems with the Indians, and na- 
ture such as deep water and 
mosquitoes. 

The settlers of Georgia 
registered for the lottery. The 


names were placed 
in a drum at 
Milledgeville. In 


another drum the land 


drew a lot, they paid $18 
and got a deed with the seal 
of Georgia made of bees- 
wax. 


Not many people paid the 
fee and accepted the land. 
Many swapped their land for a 
shotgun, rifle, or steer as they 
drew their land. 

The fee was reduced to $8 
in 1828. Then, if the land was 
not claimed by Nov 10, 1829, 
the land reverted to the state, 
and was sold to the highest bid- 
der. 

_ In 1843 the price was fur- 
ther reduced to $5 alot. Many 
land lots were sold after this 
reduction in price. 


Then in 1854 all unsold . 


land was turned over to the 
sheriff of the county to sell. 
The citizens were continually 
in turmoil over the presence of 
the Indians. They complained 
in letters to the Governor about 
stealing, arson, and plunder- 
ing. Runaway slaves used the 
border as a haven. Problems 
lasted until 1836. 

That was the last major 
fighting in this area. The last 
major skirmish was on the 
Warrior Creek, and then at 
Brushy Creek in Cook County. 
This seemed to break the threat 
of the Indians 1n this area. 


The people who came to 
this area were a unique group. 
Many were Scots-Irish. This 
meant they were originally 
from the lowlands of Scotland. 
They were the people who 
pushed against the frontier dur- 
ing the colonial and revolu- 
tionary periods. They hated 
the English. They were lon- 
ers, they loved the wilderness. 
They started out as Presbyteri- 
ans, but became Baptist and 
Methodists along the way, and 
many in South Georgia ended 


up as Primitive Baptists. This 
is why the early minutes of 
these churches are so impor- 


sus of 1850, 1860, 1870, 

















tant, but so hard to find. The 


people who were here were _ 


landowners. They were raisers 


oflivestock. They didn’tkeep 
good records. They were a 


self-contained society. 
They were self-sufficient, 


and economically and cultur-_ 4 


ally distinct. They were eco- 
nomically and politic.

1880 to find this out. From 
1850 to 1870 heads of house- 
holds were landowners: Land- 
holding was larger than in any 
other area. The mean size of a 
farm in 1850 was ca 942 acres 
with only ca 40 acres for farm- 
ing 


540 acres with only 42 acres 
farmed. On the average in 
1850 a man owned 2 horses, 


50 cows, 10 sheep, 60 hogs, 
grew corn, sweet potatoes, 
oats, andrice. But, by 1900 it 
was changing quite a bit. 

Go to your census records 


_ to see the people. The local 


history brings a uniqueness to 
the people of an area. Its im- 
pact applies to present and later 
generations. This is why we 
write local histories. The com- 
plete history of an area is im- 
portant as to the uniqueness of 
an area, and how the people 
think.

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Tree Topper: Bairns speak in the field what they hear by the fireside. 
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Chambers Twentieth Cen- 
tury Dictionary, printed and 
published in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, has no entry for the word 
“doonhamer,” nor does The 
Concise Scots Dictionary, now 
published in New York. This 
is a great pity as it is a word 
well-used in Scotland, and one 
which I heard all of my life 
while growing up in Central 
Scotland to describe someone 


_ who is quite simply a “down 


homer,” whose roots run deep 
throughout the Lowlands of 
Scotland. 

My father’s father came 
from the little village of 
Auchencairmn, Kirkcudbright 
(pron. Kir-coo-brie), right on 
the Solway Firth, across from 


the English border, to seek em- | 


ployment in Glasgow as a 
stonemason. He died in his 
late forties so that I never had 


_ an opportunity to know him or 
to hear his soft, rhythmic, 


“doonhamer” speech pattern of 


_ Southern Scotland. 
Why a stonemason? 
Could it be that his locative © 


surname Clint, for a hard, rock 
surface, as found in the lime- 


-stone-formed clints in York- 


shire, England, had a subcon- 
scious effect on him to take up 
stonemasonry? Maybe this is 
stretching things a bit as fam- 
ily lore has it that he had been 
a manager in a copper mine in 
the Auchencairn area and may 
have worked as a stonemason 
on the side. This paternal side 
also were agricultural workers 
or seafarers. 

On the Hyslop maternal 
side many also worked as 
shoemakers, in agriculture, 
and as stonemasons in the 
Dalbeattie (pron. Dah-batey) 
area particularly. Somewhat 
like itinerant field workers to- 
day in this country, they would 
crisscross the Atlantic to work 
in the granite quarries in Barre, 


Vermont. Most of the Hyslop 
stonemasons chose to remain 
in Scotland, however, while 
others moved to Vermont per- 
manently, thus establishing a 
branch of the Hyslop tree on 
this side of the pond. 
Whatever their occupa- 
tions, whether as stonemasons 


_ or agricultural workers, it is a 


l 























sure bet that each spoke the 
dialect of a “doonhamer,” in- 
terchanging “Standard En- 
glish” words in the local ver- 
nacular to: nicht for night; kirk 
for church; bairn for child; 
thrawn for twisted, distorted, 


. Wry, perverse - as examples. 


We Lowlanders, as dis- 
tinct from the “doonhamers,” 
took a rather cavalier attitude 


toward the Highlanders. We - 


considered them as being from 
the sticks, though the expres- 
sion “Ye cannae take the 
breeks aff a hielan’man,” used 
by “urbane” Glasgow folk of- 
ten belied the notion that the 
Highlander was an easy mark 
for city slicker machinations. 
The huge infusion of 
Hielanders to the city after the 
“Clearances” soon brought the 
realization that though the 
“teuchters” did not speak Stan- 
dard English either, they were 
just as astute at outsmarting the 


| worldly-wise city dwellers as 
the next one. 


These urban citizens 
would make fun of the Gaelic- 
speaking Highlanders’ transla- 
tions into English when toes 
would be interpreted as “the 
fingers of their feet” for ex- 
ample, while ignoring the fact 
that their own Glasgow dialect 
was not always easily translat- 
able into Standard English. 

They also had precon- 
ceived notions about the 
“doonhamers,” but “scanned 
our brother man more gently” 
than the Hielander, to para- 

phrase Robert Burns. 

The soft-spoken speech 
pattern of the Borders area 
generally left the impression 
that they were “douce,” mean- 
ing comfortable, sedate, quiet, 
gentle, kind, sober-minded, 
grave, respectable, prudent, 
modest, virtuous, tidy, neat, 
soft, soothing; not giddy or 
frivolous, peaceable, and a 
threat to no one. All glittering 
generalities, of course! 

Peaceable? In the “long 
brawl” of Scottish history, this 
Borders region was no more 
“douce” than the Highlands. 
The Highlands was more insu- 
lated than the Lowlands with 
the Highland clans mainly con- 
taining themselves with in- 
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fighting, clan against clan, 
power struggles. When not at 
each others’ throats, they 
would sally forth to take on the 
Sassenach, which in other 
times would be the Lowlander, 
but which is now a somewhat 
pejorative term for the 
Southron-the English. 

In the Borders region, 
there was not the same clan 
system that demanded total 
loyalty to a clan chief. How- 
ever, there was the same in- 
tense internecine warfare 
among the great families, with 
many violent and frequent for- 
ays in the power struggles 
among the mosstroopers, 
reivers, and such as the great 
houses of the Douglases, 
Hamiltotis, Afmsttongs, Ketrs 
and Scotts. Lowlander or 
Highlander, it was not a peace- 
able kmgdom. . 

Englishman, John 


Prebble, in his book, Lion in 


the North, wrote about this 
area: ‘Border ruffians..wild 
lance-slung men in iron caps 
and leather coats, riding north 
and south in their little ponies, 
looking for other men’s cattle 
and as ready to intrigue with 
the Frglish as to rob 
them’....but... 

‘By the end of the eigh- 
teenth-century, the Scots 
middle class was moving 
freely in English society, and 
was using its money to create 


a little England on its estates 
and in its houses. Coming 
from the lower strata in soci- 
ety, as many of its members 
did, from Border shepherd and 
Lowland artisan, it gave more 
to England than perhaps it 
took, vigour and spirit, respect 
for success by achievement 
rather than influence and pre- 
ferment, but it would soon 
think and act as part of the 
English middle class. It had 
bought its ticket of entry early 
in the rise of its material pros- 
perity, to the satisfaction of 
Samuel Johnson: ‘The conver- 
sation of the Scots grows ev- 
ery day less unpleasing to the 
English; their peculiarities 
wear fast away; their dialect is 
likely to become in half a cen-

Family Ties in England, Scot- 
land, Wales & Ireland: Sources 
for Genealogical Research, a 108 
page guide, has been published to 


_ assist researchers who come to 


the Library of Congress or other 
large institutions with similar col- 
lections to research family roots 
in England, Ireland, Scotland or 
Wales. The Library’s collection 
of local history and genealogical 
material for the British Isles and 
Ireland is second only to those 
genealogical holdings related to 
the United States. 

Compiled by Judith P. Reid, 
head of the Library’s Local His- 
tory and Genealogy Reading 
Room, the softcover guide in- 
cludes 425 bibliographical entries 
to categories of information such 
as handbooks, pedigrees and fam- 
ily histories, bibliographies, local 
history, biographical information, 
maps, atlases and gazetteers, per- 
sonal and geographical names, pe- 
riodicals and, for Scotland, clans 
and tartans.

About feipcacs 

Although we associate 
bagpipes with Scotland today, 
the instrument is of ancient ori- 
gin and can be traced to ancient 
Persia. 

A bagpipe-like instrument 
was also known to the ancient 
Egyptians and Greeks. 

The bagpipe was intro- 
duced to England by the Ro- 
mans and from there it spread 
to Scotland and Ireland. It was 
used as a military instrument 
by the Celts. 

By the 13th century, bag- 
pipes were used as court instru- 
ments by minnesingers and 
troubadours. 

Near Fort Dusquesne, 
Pennsylvania, in 1758, Major 
James Grant of the 77th Scots 
Highland Regiment, was under 
the command of General John 
Forbes, ordered that the bag- 
pipes be played in order to re- 
group his troups. This was the 
first time the pipes were heard 
in the Ohio River Valley. 

The haunting sound of the 
bagpipe has led many of our 
Scottish and Irish ancestors to 
war and has played over many 
a grave and has brightened 
dances and festivities. Today, 
bagpipes are being adapted 
into new styles of music at the 
same time the old traditions are 
being preserved.

Farquharson was confirmed 
MacFhionnlaidgh by the Court 
of Lord Lyon, the Scottish 
Court of Chivalry, and thereby 
became the 16" Chief of Clan 
Farquharson. This year of 
1999 thus marks the 50" anni- 
versary of that special event. It 
is a year for all Clan members 
throughout the world to be 
more keenly aware of the ac- 
tive and benevolent patronage 
we have enjoyed under his 
dedicated guidance and lead- 
ership. 

Captain Farquharson’s 
heritage at Castle Invercauld 
has roots in the mid-fifteenth 
century when Farquhar, fourth 
son of Alexander Macintosh, 
fifth Chief of Clan Shaw, 
moved to Deeside. Farquhar’s 
son, Donald, married the heir- 
ess of Invercauld, Isobel 
Stewart, and thereby acquired 
the square keep of the present 
castle which is now our Chief’s 
home. Their son, Findla, com- 


monly called Findla Mor be- © 


cause of his great size-and 
strength, was born in 1487 and 
was the first Chief of the House 
of Farquharson of Invercauld. 
The Clan’s Gelic appellation 
of Clan Fhionnlaidgh derives 
from him, although the actual 
name of the ~* Clan, 
Farquharson, derives from his 
grandfather. 

The turbulent and storied 
history of Clan Farquharson 
involves men and women who 
would tempt the imagination 
of a novelist. Great and bold 
characters in battle; stirring 
acts of valor and sacrifice,; a 
warrior group who always an- 
swered the call. To wit:

Torran 

He pit on his kilt an 
Sporran 

Though he’s gettin bald

He'd still recht and die for 
Invercauld 

Captain: AL AC. 
Farquharson of Invercauld 
succeeded his aunt, Mrs. 
Myrtle Farquharson of 








Invercauld, who was killed in 
an air raid in 1940. During 
World War II he served with 
distinction as a Captain in the 
Royal Scots Greys being 
awarded the Military Cross. In 
the dress uniform of The Royal 
Scots Greys with its tall bear- 
skin headdress, a very tall Cap- 
tain Farquharson must have 
been a formidable sight. 
Invercauld Castle is in 
Braemar on Royal Deeside, 
some 57 miles west of Aber- 
deen. The Farquharson estate 
covers over 100,000 acres of 
forest and moor in the scenic 
Grampian region of 
aberdeenshire - one of the larg- 
est land holdings in Scotland.

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Keith Kilt School Revives the 
Art of Scottish Riunaking | ¢c

Master Kiltmaker, Robert McBain 


Master Kiltmaker Robert 
McBain never guessed that 
when he left the Gordon High- 
landers five years ago he would 
take the skills he learned, while 
serving as the regiment’s tailor 
for fourteen years, and organize 
the only kiltmaking school in 
Scotland. That’s just what hap- 
pened! 

Mr. McBain was ap- 
proached by David Sykes, Tex- 
tile Coordinator for Moray 
Council, and a joint venture was 
undertaken to save the dying art 
of kiltmaking. 

The situation was so criti- 
cal that everyone was wonder- 
ing who would be making kilts 
for the next generation of Scots. 

The Keith School of 
Kiltmaking offers the first ever 
certificate in kiltmaking. 

Mr. McBain worked on the 
diploma project with the Scot- 
tish Vocational Educationai 
Council (SCOTVEC), now 
known as the Scottish Qualifi- 
cations Authority (SQA). 

The SQA Award in Tradi- 
tional Handcraft Kiltmaking 
Skills is the only award in the 
world specifically designed for 





- With financial assistance 
from the Grampian Regional 
Council, The Moray, Badenoch 
and Strathspey Enterprise and 
funds from the European Union, 
Mr. McBain began the work of 


setting up the school located in 


Keith, Scotland. 

It has been a long and diffi- 
cult process because there were 
no guidelines for learning the 
craft 


An official set of standards 
is now in place that must be 
achieved before one can be cer- 
tified as a kiltmaker. 

Mr. McBain learned the art 
of kiltmaking while in the Gor- 
don Highlanders. After serving 
a four year apprenticeship in the 
regiment, studying under several 
military kiltmakers (currently 
the Scottish Regiments have 
been reduced to the services of 
only one Master Kiltmaker), he 
then advanced to teaching the 
craft. At that time the Army was 
one of the few places that the art 
of kiltmaking was taught as a 
trade. 

Now the secrets of this style 
of kiltmaking are out and can be 
learned through taking the 
course at the kilt school. 


The Beginning

came > the woolen industry 
took a downturn in 1990. 

In Keith, there was the clo- 
sure of the big mill belonging to 
the textile firm of Kynoch Keith 
Ltd., the family company of 
Scottish Office Minister George 
Kynoch. 

Hundreds of people lost 
their jobs. 

Laidlaws, another textile 
firm in the town, drastically cut 
back its workforce and it was 
feared Keith would lose its 
woolen industry. 

The school was originally 
run by the Isle Mills Company 
in Keith until July 1st of last year 
when it handed that responsibil- 
ity to the Scottish Tartans Au- 
thority, a non-profit organization 
responsible for the promotion of 
Scottish Tartan. The school of- 
fers a twelve-month course in 
which students must make at 
least 20 kilts. 

The training course is split 
into four parts. 

The first few weeks are 
spent learning the basics and 
practicing the six different 
stitches involved in making a 
kilt. 

The students then move on 
to their first kilt where they learn 
the different tartans, the mark- 
ing out process, pleating, and 
how to sew the kilt together 















with little supervision.

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Slave Schedules are sources 
of genealogical information

| he slave census records are useful for the following 


purposes: 
* Checking to see if a suspected last slave owner 


identified as living in close proximity to my ancestor in the 
1870 census owned slaves in 1860. 
’ _ * Checking to see if anyone with my ancestors’ surname 
had owned slaves in 1860 and whether any of these same-sur- 
name owners lived in the county where my ancestors were liv- 
ing in 1870/1880, or in surrounding counties. 

* Checking to see if the suspected slave owner owned slaves 
fitting my ancestors’ description in 1860 (or another year) based 
on gender, approximate age, color, occupation and family com- 


- position (if possible). 


* Identifying suspected slave owners who may have died 
prior to 1870. 

* Identifying suspected slave owners who may have in- 
herited slaves from their parents upon coming of age, getting 
married or in the distribution of their parents’ estate. 

* Identifying suspected slave owners who may have relo- 
cated to or from somewhere else. 

But, since slave census records do not list the slaves by 
name, the bulk of the research will involve looking at other 
records associated with the slave-owning family that may have 
included the names of slaves, such as wills, estate papers, deeds. 
plantation records, church records, family bibles, family histo- 
ries, etc. Also, family oral history and records relating to the 
USCT, Freedman’s Bureau, Freedman’s Bank, Federal WPA 
Interviews, Native American Enrollment Rolls, etc., could also 
contain useful information for slavery era genealogical research 

I have found that each slavery era research situation has 
unique characteristics, so you have to be both flexible and me- 
thodical (and very patient) in trying to unravel the puzzle. 

I would suggest reading well-written books and articles 
about slavery era research (such as Slave Genealogy: A Re-

y daffodils bloomed in late February and are now 

"lz gone. But not so in Scotland, where they are 

t the height of their season in April and some 

might still be around at the beginning of May. I cannot think of 

anyone who loves daffodils more than Scots. After winters that 

are too long and dreary, daffodils are heralds of the spring. You 

will find them in the medians of roads, in city centers and in 

every garden, great and small. They can be planted in: rows 

with military precision or clumped together for bright splashes 

of color against a somber backdrop of earth and sky. My favor- 

ite way to see them, though, is in profusion for as far as the eye 
can see. 

“...When all at once I saw I crowd, a host of golden daffo- 
dils.” There isn’t a British child that hasn’t had to learn 
Wordsworth’s famous poem in praise of daffodils. And stuff 
like that sticks with you. So, in many ways we have become a 
nation that worships the daffodil. It means that springtime re- 
ally has arrived — snowdrops are so deceptive — that summer 
will come eventually and that all’s right with the world! No- 
where are the daffodils more beautiful than at Threave Garden 
in Castle Douglas, Scotland. Every spring the lawn sloping away 


from Threave House turns into a golden carpet of daffodils in 
one of the most spectacular displays you will ever see. Threave 
Garden is The National Trust for Scotland’s teaching garden. 


Every year, six students from Britain and around the world at- . 


tend Threave for a year’s post-graduate practical gardening ex- 
perience. And one of those students is always an American 
student sponsored by Scottish Heritage USA. 

The gardens at Threave are constantly changing to give the 
students an opportunity to design new areas and complete their 
projects. But two things will never change: The gardens will take 
your breath away — they are that beautiful — and the daffodils 
will always push their way up through the grass every spring. 

Almost at the other end of the country, at Brodie Castle near 
Inverness, is another National Trust for Scotland property fa- 
mous for its daffodils. Here, at the turn of the century, Major 
Ian Brodie raised tens of thousands of daffodil seedlings, of 
which he selected less than 500 that he deemed worthy of actu- 
ally naming. 

Being a military man through and through, he planted his 
daffodils three inches apart in absolutely dead straight rows eight 
inches apart. 

They bloomed like a well disciplined company lined up on parade. 

Many of those varieties are no longer commercially avail- 
able and unfortunately the names of many that remain have been 
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lost before the National Trust for Scotland took Brodie Castle 
and its grounds into its care in 1978. But what remains is a 
springtime feast of daffodils for the eyes. 

Scotland is full of beautiful gardens, each with its own spe- 
cial features. 

The National Trust for Scotland maintains more than 30, 
many are attached to Scotland’s magnificent castles such as

from Easter through October for your enjoyment and mine.

It might 
appear costly. However, when 
you consider these researchers 
have worked the files for years 
and know where to look and 
that they will save the novice 
many rental hours - mostly 
unprofitable - you will realize 
this is actually a savings. 

For the benefit of newer 
subscribers, here is a sketch of 
various informational sources: 
. Parliament, in 1854, advised 
the registration of births, mar- 
tiages and deaths in Scotland. 
This requirement became ef- 
fective January 1, 1855. Since 
then, it has been compulsory, 
in Scotland, to record these life 
events. 

These records are most 


exacting in details of who, ° 


where, when, etc., as pertain- 
ing to birth certificates. The 
recorded marriage certificates 
contain all parties, both sides 
of the family, related to the 
marriage. The place, which 
could be a parish church or a 
farmhouse. Occupations of the 
immediate families and if par- 
ents are alive or deceased. The 
death certificates are most 
thorough and contain the par- 
ish where death occurred, the 
time, the place, plus a complete 
listing of names of the family 
members and relatives con- 
cerned. In some areas, the 


records of two to five years 
may be missing. A married 


woman, in accordance with . 


Scottish law, retains her 
maiden surname. If married 
several times, the death will be 
recorded under her different 
surnames. 

How about old church 
records? These are found in 
the classification of Old Par- 
ish Records and reveal births, 
marriages and deaths of The 
Church of Scotland. These 
records are not as completely 
detailed as the “Statutory 
Records.” Details vary, de- 
pending upon the ministers in 
details. These records are on 
microfilm and are computer 
indexed for births, marriages - 
but not deaths. 

The year 1553 is the earli- 
est date of record relating to the 
parish of Errol in Perthshire. 
The Scottish Record Office 
maintains records of the Non- 
Church of Scotland.

I foulfd genealogical informa- 
tion about all my other ances- 
tral lines except her Karliner 
family. It seemed as it they 
arose out of nowhere. Then I 
found a Pinsk memorial book 
at the UCLA research library 
(Dr. Wolf Zeev Rabinowitsch, 
editor. Pinsk Historical Volume 
History of the Jews of Pinsk 
1506-1941; Tel Aviv-Haifa, 
abridged version of the He- 
brew text - published by As- 
sociation of the Jews of Pinsk 
in Israel, 1973 DS135 R93 
P65p v.1 pt. 1) that related the 
history of the chassidic move- 
ment that arose in Pinsk and 
nearby Karlin. Realizing that 
the name KARLINER derived 
from “someone who was from 
Karlin”, I thought this would 
be a good place to learn about 
the possible connection of my 
family to the great Chassidic 
masters of Lithuania (now

The first bits of informa- 
tion I had were from my fam- 
ily. My maternal grandfather, 
Marcus (changed name to Max 
on naturalization papers) 
Karliner was the son of Moritz 
Karliner.

tificate stated that his parents 
were Oskar Karliner and 
Rosalie Freund. During my 
1997 visit to a branch of the 
Polish National Archives in 
Katawice, I found a marrage 
document for an Asher 
Carliner and Rosalie Freund. It 
said that Asher Carliner, born 
1836, from Dziedzkowitz, 
Upper Silesia (now Dziedzice, 
Poland), was the son of 
Salomon Karliner and his wife 
Fradel Bohm. I made an as- 
sumption that the Hebrew of 
Oscar was Asher and consid- 
ered Salomon and Fradel 
Karliner as my great-great- 
great grand parents. 

Many years ago I com- 
piled another Karliner family 
tree from birth, marrage, death 
and cemetery records that I dis- 
covered in Family History Li- 
brary microfilms of Pless (now 
Pszczyna, Poland, just north of 
Dziedzice), but it lacked any 
mention of my great-great 
grandfather, Oskar Karliner. I 
added information over the 
years from many sources and 
until now did not see any con- 
nection to my family. 

In 1992 my mother, Eva 
Karliner Davidson, visited 
New Orleans with my father. 
As always when she visited a 
town she had not previously 
been to, she looked in the 
phone book for Karliners. She

tound Irwin Karliner, called 
him, and he said that his father 
would know more about the 
family history. She brought 
Jack Karliner’s phone number 
home to me for a follow up 
call. I phone Jack in Florida 
and he gave me a short, sketch 
family tree, plus two hours of 
delightful conversation about 
how wonderful it would be if 
we were family. He said that 
his sister, Rose, knew more of 
the family history and gave me 
her phone number in New 
York. Instead of confusing her 
over the phone with the infor- 
mation I had, I sent her and 
explanatory letter about how I 
found her, my family tree, her 
rudimentary family tree that I 
made from her brother’s infor- 
mation, empty family group 
sheets highlighted for her to fill 
in missing information, and a 


~ self-addressed, stamped enve- 


lope to return her answers. 
Then I waited. For three 
years I waited and finally for- 
got that I had sent the letter to 
Rose. In 1995, I received a 
- letter from Benjamin Karliner 
of Delray Beach, FL telling me 
he found my packet under a 
pile of mail at his sister’s apart- 
ment. After reading what I had 
sent 3 years earlier, he became 
fascinated with genealogy and 


called me, beginning a won- 
derful relationship that has pro- 
duced not only a family-like 
fondness for one another’s 
family, but fourteen Karliner 
family trees in four years. His 
instant interest arose out of the 
fact that both Ben and my 
mother had fathers named Max 
Karliner. 

Over the year, the “Max 
Karliner Quotient” (fathers of 
Eva, Ben, Margarete 
Schoenebaum and Pedro) has 
brought together a lot of infor- 
mation for the creation of some 
of the family trees in our col- 
lection. 

We have accumulated 
these trees from my many 
years of research with Family 
History Library microfilm 
records and old German Jew- 
ish newspapers for the area of 
Upper Silesia, Germany (now 
Slak, Poland), plus Ben’s ag- 
gressive letter writing cam- 
paign and Internet usage of 
worldwide phone books to dig 
up new Karliner Leads. 

We ‘now have my family 
tree which begins in 
Dziedzkowitz (now 
Dziedzice) with Salomon 
Karliner, continues in Gleiwitz 
(now Gliwice), moves to 
Windeck (aka Wendzin) (Now 
Wedzina), and ends in Beuthen 
(now Bytom) with the depor- 
tation of my great-grand par- 
ents to the Kowno Ghetto dur- 
ing the Holocaust (all these 
towns were once in Upper 
Silesia, Germany and are now 
in Poland). Ben’s tree has 
grown enormously due to his 
tenacity in the fact-finding 
arena. His tree begins with 
Jacob Karliner in the area of 
Stanislawow, Poland (now

Carmichel eagles have been 
found safe and sound! 


It is great news that the 
eagles stolen from Carmichel 
Estate in Scotland have been 
recovered. 

On the night of August 10, 
1997, the eagles and pine- 
apples at the entrance to 
Carmichezl were stolen. 

The eagles, one on each 
pillar to the entrance of The 
Carmichezl Estate and the pine- 
apples, one on each side pillar 
were 250 years old. They were 
installed in 1750 by the Third 
Earl of Hyndford and depict 
the Silesian Eagle addition to 
his arms awarded by the King 
of Prussia. 

The “Eagle Gates” are 
well-known in southern Scot- 
land. Their theft has caused a 
huge amount of interest in the 
media and police force. 

On Thursday, February 4, 
1999, at 11 AM, two men 
walked into Lanark police sta- 
tion saying they had found the 
missing “eagles” in a ditch on 
the Falkirk Armsdale Road on 
Wednesday, January 27, 1999 
and had them in their car boot. 

Chief Richard Carmichel 
of Carmichzl was notified and 
requested to inspect the eagles 
to claim ownership. Both 
eagles were returned home to 
Carmichel. It appears the 
eagles were complete with 
only minor damage. 

The original gang who 
were believed to have stolen 
the eagles in August 1997, 
came from the Falkirk and 
Bo’ness areas of Central Scot- 
land very close to where they 
were found. It is believed the 
eagles proved too difficult to 
dispose of because of exten- 
sive media coverage, Scotland 
Yard, local police and Interpol 
all looking for the precious 
eagles.

Sometimes it is hard to un- 
derstand the terms we find when 
we are researching our Civil War 
ancestors. 

Here are a few of the mili- 
tary terms we often see: A com- 
pany was about 100 men; a Regi- 
ment was about 10 companies; 
a Brigade was two or more regi- 
ments. A corps was two or more 
divisions and an army was two 
or more corps. When you see the 
word enlistment that is the date 
your soldier joined the State 
Regiment. The muster date is 
after training, the date the unit 
was accepted into Federal Ser- 
vice. Discharge means the date 
the soldier left the service while 
his regiment was still active. The 
muster out date is the time when 


the regiment was released from:

constructed depot the original 
of which stood there in the late 
1700s during the heyday of the 
North American fur trade. 
The Grand Portage is an 8.5 
mile portage route climbing 
from the stockade through the 
forest to join the Pigeon River 
at Fort Charlotte above the 
falls and rapids that make the 
rivers lower 22 miles impass- 
able. This narrow rough trail 
was the vital link that the Scot’s 
and the voyagers with their 
trade goods and furs followed 
when travelling between Lake 
Superior and the interior of 
Canada. All the goods and furs 
were transferred over this trail 
in 90 pound bundles carried 
two at a time on the men’s back 
and shoulders using a leather 
sling over his forehead to sup- 
port one piece while the sec- 
ond rested on the top of the 
first. 

We arrived at the stockade 
only to find that it had not yet 
opened for the season. We 
walked around the stockade it- 
self and looked at the cabins 
and the great hall which was 
reconstructed on the basis of 
the design of the original build- 
ing. I tried to give Cass a short 
history ofthe place. I told him 
that the French explorer, 
LaVerendrye, used it numerous

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times in his search for the 
northwest passage. He first 
used the portage in 1731, 267 
years ago. The French used 
the sight from 1740 until they 
lost it to the British-in 1763. 
The Norwesters used it from 
1780 to 1804. Grand Portage 
was the general rendezvous of 
the Montreal Fur Traders until 
1804 when the company 
moved the post north along 
Lake Superior to Fort William 
on the Kaministiquia River. 
This transfer was done after the 
United States threatened to 
collect custom duties on all the 
furs coming into Grand Por- 


- tage which was on USS. soil. 


The Norwesters felt it eco- 
nomically necessary to have 
their headquarters on British 
soil. As tough as the Grand 
Portage route was it was still 
greatly favored over the rigors 
of the Kaministiquia River 
route. 

Cass and I stood by our- 
selves on the post dock at 


Grand Portage on this bright 


ay morning looking out on 
Lake Superior “the bright shin- 
ing big sea water”. The stock- 
ade and Great Hall behind us 
and not a sole around us. [ 
told Cass that MacDonell’s 
journals began 205 years ago 
on the.1 0th of May, 1793 when 
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he left Lachine 8 miles below 
Montreal on board a birch bark 
Montreal canoe. These canoes 
were about 36 feet long and 6 
feet wide at the middle. They 
carried a load of some three or 
four tons of trade goods going 
out and furs when returning, 
and were paddled by eight or 
nine voyagers. MacDonell’s 
route from Lachine followed 
the Ottawa River and the 
Mattawa River and then by a 
series of portages reached 
Lake Nippissing. From there 
it was down the French River 
to Georgian Bay on Lake Hu- 
ron skirting that shore to Sault 
Sainte Marie where they por- 
taged over to Lake Superior. 
Then they travelled along the 
northern and 
western shores arriving at 

Grand Portage on July 6th. To 

quote from MacDonell’s jour- 


nal on that July morning, “Mr. | 
McLeod and I shaved and 


shifted being the last night we 
shall sleep out, wind and 
weather permitting; this side of 
the Grand Portage. Leaving 
Pointe au Pere we paddled two 


pipes and put to shore to give ~ 


the men time to clean them- 
selves while we breakfasted. 
This done, a short pipe brought 


us to Pointe au Chapeaux , 


around which we got a sight 0 

the long wished for Grand Por- 
tage. The beach was covered 
with spectators to see us arrive. 
Our canoe went well and the 


crew sung paddling songs ina 
vociferous manner.” The re- 
constructed dock on which 
Cass and I stood, was at the 
sight that MacDonell landed 
205 years ago.

And they have ties 
to the Shoshone, Paiute, Plains, 
and California tribes and pos- 
sibly ties even back to Tibet 
and Mongolia. The European 
invasion came in the 1500' s 
by Spanish conquerors and 
their brutal enslaving Catholic 
priests. The Spanish 
Castillians called the Hopi 
‘Moqui’ or ‘“Mokis ’, a 
name which still exists in some 
early federal documents. The 
Hopis were part of the 1680 
Pueblo Revolt which threw off 
the Spanish. Later the Span- 
ish returned and it led to an 
intense divisional split among 
the Hopi. The Dine' and Utes 
were already invading and 
raiding Hopi fields and vil- 
lages. A group of Tewas from 
New Mexico joined at this time 
forming the First Mesa village 
of Tewa, sometimes called 
Hano. 

The second European inva- 
sion was the American culture 
which brought an army of bu- 
reaucrats, teachers, missionar-

ies, miners and soldiers arro- 
gantly trying to teach the Hopi 
how to live * civilized.’ One 
of the funniest stories was 
when U.S. agricultural agents 
were sent to try to teach Hopis 
how to grow corn. Hopis have 
been growing corn practically 
since corn was invented. The 
government ‘ experts ’ were 
not too successful. All the sto- 
ries are not funny however, and 
government attempts to force 
the children into schools 
caused a division among the 
people into ‘Friendlies’ 

(friendly to the government) 
and ‘ Hostiles (hostile to- 
wards government attempts to 
change the traditional teach- 
ings). In 1906 the village of 
Oraibi split in two over the is- 
sue. The way the tension came 
to a head with a pushing match 
is fascinating and uniquely 
Hopi. A large portion of the 
residents of Oraibi left and es- 

tablished the Third Mesa vil- 

lage of Hotevilla. A portion of 
these tried to return to Oraibi, 





were denied, and then formed 
the village of Bacavi (Bacabi) 
close to Hotevilla. 

The divisions are still felt 
and expressed to this day. The 
traditional elders of Hotevilla 
do not recognize the authority 
of the U.S. government drafted 
Hopi Constitution nor the Hopi 
Tribal Council. They see the 
tribal council as a puppet of the 
U.S. government designed to 
strip them of their minerals, 
their land and their life. They 
consider the old nine villages 
as independent, self-govern- 
ing, sovereign nations. Major 
areas of contention are instal- 
lation of utilities, reliance on a 
cash economy, stripping of 
coal reserves by the multimil- 
lion dollar Peabody Coal Com- 
pany, pumping of ground wa- 
ter, desecration of sacred 
shrines, and a loss of the tradi- 
tional Hopi path of living in 
balance with the land. 

Now within this historical 
context, let us learn about trac- 
ing ancestry. I express great

The Tribal Council 
accepts applicants with up to 
1/4 Hopi blood. The office 
handles about 40-50 applica- 
tions per month and the Tribal 
Council approves about 30-40 
of those. 

The federal government 
also took censuses of the Hopi 
reservation. Those records are 
not used under the current en- 
rollment procedures, only the 
Base Roll. Federal censuses, 
however, may be very useful 
for genealogy research and are 
available on microfilm from 
the National Archives. The 
Indian census roll number is 
followed by the year of the

find nothing, try another area 
and dates. With 10 million 
Scottish names, the odds are 
you will find some leads. Say 
you find a positive lead in the 
1840s...you can now start a 
backward search by finding the 
wife’s name, children’s birth 
and death dates, the parents 
and grandparents. The file 
names are listed by first name 
and the surname in its many 
spelling variations. We know 
about the clan septs. These 
names are the various spellings 
of the main surname. The 
computer will list all these 
names. 

A search example: You 
believe your ancestors lived on 
Mull. You guess they lived 
there in the 1800s. Look for 
the county name wherein lies 
your search destination. Mull 
is in Argyle County. In the 
Argyle file all the varied spell- 
ings of MacLean are listed. 
The list starts with alphabeti- 
cal first names, A - Z. If you 
find, under “T” the Thomas 
MacLean family, his family 
will be listed with births and 
deaths. Now, you are on sure 
ground. Starting backwards,

Irving also described the 
annual conference where “the 
aristocratic character of the 
Britain shone forth magnifi- 
cently or rather the feudal spirit 
of the Highlanders”. Each 
partner “repaired” there as to 
a meeting of parliament feel- 
ing like the chieftain of a High- 
land clan. The meetings were
